Copy of a letter from Captain Hotkam, of his Majc/y’s 
JSrip Adamant, to Evan Nepean, Efy. dated at an- 
chor off the iflands of St Marcou, the 8th of May. 
Sik, 

I wave the fatisfaction of inclofing, for the infor- 
mation of my I.urds Commiffioners of the Admiralty, 
a letter I yelterday received from Lieutenant Price, 
Commanding Officer on the iflands of St Marcou, io 
which it will be found, that, by his firm and fteady 
refiltance, again{t a very confiderable force, thole iflands 
have been faved falling into the hands of the enemy. — 

The.calm weather had for fome days prevented his 
Majefty’s thips under my orders from checking the pro- 
grefs which the flotilla from La Hogue might attempt 
to make ; and, judging from the information I received 
from Lieutenant Price on the morning of the 6th, that 
it was on its way to the iflands, I neceflarily approach- 
ed them as near as the {tate of the weather would per- 
mit me to do: on the fame afternoon, however, I was 
obliged to anchor, but, taking advantage of a light 
breeze in the evening, I again weighed and {tood in. 
At ten o’clock that night, it again falling quite calm, 
and fearing the flood tide would carry us too far to the 
eaitward, the fhip once more anchored, the iflands bear- 
ing W. by S. fix miles. 

A little before the dawn of day the enemy commen- 
the attack, and the boats were foon afterwards feen 
ced, and keeping up aconftant fire. A light breeze 
inging up at that time from the N. N. W. with an 
ebb tide, the fignal was made to weigh, and Captain 
Talbot of the Eurydice, and Hagget of the Oreltes, 
were direéted by me to ftand in as fatt as poflible, and 
attack the enemy in the manner they fhould judge mott 
effeétual towards deftroying them, on arriving up.— 
While going down, however, it was perceived the ene- 
my was making his retreat in a very hafty and confufed 
manner, and I am not altogether without hope, that 
the near approach of his Majefty’s thips in fome mea- 
fare confirmed the enemy in his inclination of abandon- 
ing an enterprize, which, from the very able conduct, 
and well direfted-fire of Lieutenant Price, he would, 
at all events, have been ultimately obliged to do. It 
again falling calm, and the fhips not having fteerage 
way, rendered purfuit on our fide impoffible, and en- 
abled them to make their retreat to La Hogue. 

It would be great injuftice in not joining with him in 
his very well beftowed commendation on the conduct 
Geert officers and men under his command. 

It may not be deemed improper to mention, that I 
this morning faw fome pieces of paper taken from the 
veffel which has been towed in, and that amongft them 
there is a fort of return of the crew, by which it ap- 
pears that it confilted of 144 men; the total force, 
therefore may have been very confiderable, and there 
is every reafon to believe has fuffered great lofs.

Badger, iftes St Marcou, May 7, 1798. 










I sec leave-to reprefent to you, that in confequence 
of the information I received yefterday, and the move- 
ments of the enemy at La Hogue, I conjectured they 
would attack usin the night, about high water, I there- 
fore difpatched a guard boat, belonging to the Sandfly, 
with Mr Moore midthipman of the Eurydice, in her, 
to watch the motions of the enemy. About twelve o’- 
clock he got amongft them, and made the fignal of their 
being in motion, and about the fame time we clearly 
heard the enemy talk, but it was fo dark we could not 
difcover them. 

At day-break I obferved their line drawn abreaft of 
the S. W. face of the weltern redoubt, and having all 
my guns I could bring to bear well pointed, \I began a 
fteady well-directed fire on them. until the flat boats 
came within mufquet fhot, when I obferved fix or fe- 
ven of them go down, whilft the others took out the 
living part of the crews; one I am towing into the 
iflands, and the remainder, confilting of 43, are re- 
turning into La Hogue. I am clear, from the croud- 
ed ftate of their decks, that they muft have received 
great damage and flaughter ; but I am forry to add, we 
had one marine killed, and three feverely wounded, 
and one feaman wounded. 

Lieutenant Bourne took every method in his power 
to afiift me, but from the fituation of the attack, the 
Eaft Ifland was deprived for fome time of doing much, 
but with the fhells from the 68-pounders over the length 
of the Welt Ifland, latterly did them great damage, by 
flanking the N. W. fide of the Weft Ifland. 

I beg leave to reprefent likewife to you that Lieute- 
nants Maughan and Enfor with the marines, Serjeant 
Henderfon, and the party of artillery, and the feamen 
under my command, behaved as well as officers and 
men could do.

Copy of a letter from Lieutenant Charles P. Price, 
dated on board his Majefty’s Gun Veffel Badger, 
Tfles St Marcou, the 9th of May 1798, to Evan 
Nepean, E/- 

I 3&G leave to reprefent to you, for the information 
of my Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that, 
on the 6th inftant, obferving the enemy forming their 
gun boats and flats in divifions in the road of La Hogue, 
I confidered it a certain appearance of an attack, and 
ordered every perfon to remain under arms to receive 
them; I at the fame time fent a guard boat off the 
mouth of La Hogue, to watch their motions. Mr 
Moore, midfhipman of the Eurydice, who commanded 
the boat, acquainted me, by fignal, about twelve P. M. 
of their approaching us, and foon after we heard them 
diftinétly giving orders to the men ; but, the night be- 
ing very dark and calm, we could not fee them. At 
day-break I obferved them in line, drawn a-brea(t of the 
fouth-weft face of the weftern redoubt, and having e- 
very man in readinefs, I opened a britk fire of feventeen 
pieces of cannon on them, when they immediately re- 
turned the fire from fifty-two gun brigs and flats, for 
two hours and fome minutes. ‘The gun brigs remained 
to batter within about three or four hundred yards, and 
the flats rowed up to us with great refolution until they 
were within musket-thot, when our guns, loaded with 


round and grape, or cafe, for about one hour, cut them 
up in chips before they could retreat ; and our fire on 
the boats attempting to fave thofe finking, mutt have oc- 
caiioned great ilaughter, as they were crowded with 
foldiers for the purpofe of ftorming us. I conjecture, 
from the fmall flat, No. 13, I have towed in bottom 
up, having 129 of the fecond company of the battalion 
of Boulogne Marine on board, that there were fix or 
even thoufand men embarked; and of the fifty-two 
that began the aGtion, I could difcover only forty-three 
able to retreat. 

Lieutenant Bourne took every method in his power 
to ait me; but, from the Gituation of the atack, the 
Eat Ifland was deprived for fome time of doing much, 
but with the thells from the fixty-eight pounders over 
the length of the Welt Ifland, but latterly did them 
great damage, by flanking the north-welt face of the 
Weit Ifland. 

I am pleafed to acquaint you, that Lieutenant Enfor, 
who commands the party of marines under my com- 
mand, behaved, with his men, in a very extraordinary 
good officer-like manner, having the whole face of the 
redoubt to attend to. Lieutenant Maughan, with a de- 
tachment of twenty-two marines, lent me from the A- 
damant, commanding the two detached guns and a 
blockhoufe, did great execution ; and it is impothble for 
me to defcribe the fteady good behaviour of Serjeant 
Henderfon, with the nine artillery gunners, marines, 
and feamen. 

I am forry to announce the death of Thomas Tall, 
private marine, killed ; Richard Dunn and Peter Wil- 
liamfon, marines, wounded, and ‘L'homas Banks, feaman, 
wounded. 

But confidering our receiving. the fire of near 80 
heavy bow guns, from 36 to 18 pounders, for upwards 
of two hours, I look upen our damage as not great. 
We kad four guns difinounted, but I got them fit for 
fervice before night. 

Inclofed I fend you Lieutenant Bourne’s letter to 
me, the morning after the action.

I cannot fpeak in terms fufficiently {trong, of the firm 
and manly conduc difplayed on this*ocestiony by the 
officers and men under my command ; and I feel par- 
ticularly indebted to Lieutenant Lawrence, of the ma- 
rines, Enfign Carter, of the invalids, Meff. Trotter and 
Moore, mates of the Adamant and Eurydice, and Mr 
John Mather, Commifiary of ordnance lesen, for their 
affiftance and ready execution of my orders during the 
action.

One of the morning papers fays, “ We underfland 
that Government have received private advices from the 
coatt of France, that the ridiculous project of the inva- 
fion of this country has been completely abandoned by 
the Executive Directory. The boafted « Army of 
England,” it is faid, has been reduced by defertion to 
lefs than 60,000 men, 20,000 of whom, including 
fourteen regiments of cavalry, have been ordered to 
proceed immediately to Switzerland and the Upper 
Rhine, where fonje {trong meafurcs are about to be en- 
forced. i 

“* A gentleman who is arrived in town from the 
French coatt fay, that, previous to his departure, he 
read in a Paris paper a meflage from the Executive Di- 
rectoryto the Council of Five Hundred, in which it is 
infinuated that many of the recent elections have been 














influenced by foreign gold, through the agency of the 


Rovalits and 'Terrorifts, who have formed a junction ; 
and that they have, in confequence thereof, judged it 
prudent to annul fuch of them as appeared to have been 
accomplithed by thefe corrupt means. 

The Ealt India Company, we underftand, have a- 
greed to furnifh Government with 80,000 ftand of arms 
now in the arfenals, 6000 of which are immediately 
to be fent off to Ireland. 

We underfland that fuch is the judicious appoint- 
ment of our military forces, and fuch the precautions 
taken to aflemble them ata fhort notice, that in the 
courfe of three days, a regular armed force of 115,500 
men could be brought together, at any one point within 
50 miles diftance of the metropolis. 7 

No ftep ever gave more fatisfacion than the difmiffal 
of the Duke of Norfolk, and his Grace would have 
a juit caufe of complaint if Mr Fox's language had been 
fuffered to pafs with impunity. If Mr Fox is deter- 
mined to {peak himfelf into the ‘Tower, we have very 
little doubt of his fuccefs, and if therefore he prefers a 
fummer refidence in the apartments lately occupied by 
Mr O*Connor and Mr Binns, to the cold retreat of St 
Ann’s Hill, he has only to purfue the career he has 
begun at the Whig Club; we can affure him he has to 
deal with men who are not to be intimidated by the 
molt violent and difaffected language he can ufe, and if 
the effect of difappointment and mortification is to be a 
mifchievous attack upon the Conftitution, Mr Fox may 
rely upon it the ae cane of fuch a conduct will be 
ferious to himfelf, while it will prove unavailing to dif- 
unite the people of England, who are refolved with 
hand and heart, to fupport the Government of this 
country.—Sun. 

The officers of the Oreftes fay, that during the 
whole of the day after the French returned from the 
attack of St Marcou, and landed at La Hogue, firing 
of mufketry was frequently heard, with now and then 
a great gun, which gave rife to an idea that they were 
putting to death the unfuccefsful returned foldiers, as it 
was a few days before reported that Citizen Mutkkein, 
who commanded the expedition, undertook it on the 
following terms from the Directory ; that out of 15,000 
troops he fhould fele& any number, or the whole, if he 
thought them neceflary to the reduction of this little 
ifland ; but that every man who returned, in cafe of 
failure, fhould be fhot. All this, however, is mcre 
conjecture ; nor fhould we mention the circumftance, 
but that it is fo confidently reported. 

Letters from St Marcou, dated May 9. contain the 
following intelligence, in addition to what we have 
{tated :—‘* The gun-boats are again coming out of La 
Hogue, and appear to be directing their courfe round 
Cape Barfleur. Our intelligence from the Continent 
{tates Cherbourg to be the }\.ce of their rendezvous, 
and that Jerfey and Guernicy are to be immediately 
attacked. T'wo frigates came out of Havre bafon at 
thefe lait {pring tides, but owing to the great defertion 
of their people, could not pur to fea The Arethufa 
was {tationed off the port to watch their motions. 

A letter from St Domingo, dated Mole St Nicho-

The fame privateer fell in with the fhip Thomas, of Li-

—they engaged the privateer with mufketry, but on the 
fecond fhot from the privateer fhe blew up.

ISLES MARCOU. 

The Gazette accounts of the late unfuccefsful attack 
of the French upon the Ifle of Marcou corroborate the 
ftatements which we have laid before our readers of 
that gallant affair. 

As the public know little of the Ifles of Marcon, 
and {till lefg. of their brave but modeft Governor, we 
tru(t the following particulars refpecting them will not 
prove unacceptable to our readers : 

The largeft of thefe iflands does not contain above 
one acre of land, but is dangerous of approach, and 
fecurely fortified at the acceilible part ; it is not diftant 
much more than two gun fhots from the coalt of 
France, and La Hogue may be feen from it: Between 
it and the mouth of the Seine, our frigates are ftatina- 
ed to intercept the French coafting trade, and block up 
the river that runs from the capital. With a fimall force, 
in barracks, thefe little rocks have, for above three 
years, now braved the Republic of France ; and twice 
before the attempts to take it failed, owing to the {kill 
and attivity of the Governor, 

The Commander of this {mall force is Mr Cuarues 
Pares Price,a gentleman, who has been from his youth 
in the conftant fervice of the navy, and above twenty 
years a Lieutenant. He isa vetcran feaman, accultom- 
ed to endure difappointments, and to overcome the dif- 
ficulties of arduous ftations, and has patiently refided 
on this rock for now above three long years, continual- 
ty making {mall captures which have harrafied the coatt, 
never once quitting his poft during all that time to fee 
an amiable wife, and fix fine children, although his 
cutters weekly vifit Portfmouth, which “they can reach 
in ten or twelve hours. Unaffuming, and of courfe but 
— known, except where he fhould be, at the Admi- 
ralty, 

_ Lieutenant Price, who fo heroically diftinguifhed 
himfelf on the oceafion of the late attack of the ene- 
my upon the Ifle of Marcou, is promoted to the rank 
of Maiter and Commander.
